Reports brought buck by association 
managers from tho weekly meeting of 
tho California Fruit Growers Exchange 
ure to tho effect that thore will bo a 
temporary shortage of refrigerator cars. 


The cars aro being sent hurriedly to 
Imperial valley, where tho vast crop of 
cantaloupes 
must 
be moved, a s the 
fruit is in a ripenod 
condition, and 
thore is a heavy crop. T h e railroads, 
therefore, 
are allowing 
the 
orange 
growers to waif until this highly-per­ 
ishable crop of melons is marketed. 


The box-shook question has adjusted 
itsolf, a f t e r weeks of shortage. T h e 
mills ure now turning out great quan­ 
tities of shook, and many carloads are 
arriving In Southern 
California. 


Scale Not Eliminated 
By Recent Hot Wave 


Managers of fruit associations in the 
valley aro convinced t h a t a wrong im­ 
pression has gone out among ranchers 
in the Covina valley, to tho effect that 
the recent hot wave h a s killed all, or 
a greater part of the black scale- 
Investigation shows that this is fur

true—the 
scale had a setback, 
but the hot weather was not of long 
enough 
duration to kill 
the

scale. 


I t will be necessary for every rancher 
to prepare tor a thorough 
fumigation 
us usual. T h e Covina valley is a local­ 
ity where fumigation must be done once 
each year, a n d it would be a very grave 
mistake, 
according t o well-informed 
fruit men, for t h e ranchers to neglect 
to fumigate this year.

Ramuel Cranston Benson of the Am­ 
erican amhulanefi corpH, who saw ser­ 
vice in France and Belgium, was a 
speaker with a thrilling message at the 
high school auditorium Monday night, 
n meeting 
arranged 
by the 
Covina] 
chamber of commerce as a closing dem­ 
onstration in the great national Ked 
Cross drive for one hundred million dol­ 
lars. 


That the American Ked Cross is to 
receive this vast sum, and more to fol­ 
low in the months to come, is largely 
due to such speakers for the cause as 
Benson, whose story of tho sufferings in 
this world-cataclysm is worthy of being 
called an epic—a lasting document that 
•will run like »«bhick thread 
through 
the tale to bo told in years to come. 


Because of tho illness of President 
John II. Coolman, the meeting' w a H 
•presided over by If. A. Miller. An audi­ 
ence that filled the auditorium partici­ 
pated in the meeting by singing the 
militant hymns, " T h e Hon of (tod Goes 
Forth to W a r , " and "Faith of Our 
Fathors." Two features of the program 
were the singing of the American hymn, 
"Bpccd Our Republic," by a chorus of 
men, and the singing of the "Star- 
& pun Kind Manner" by Airs. Henry I,. 
Marshall. Mrs. ltandall Chew presided 
at tho piano. The members of (he elio- 


TUS were Edward Bprotte, W. R. Lord, 
Randall Chew, Malcom McCarthy, W. 
F. Nye, W. A. Lee, B. H. Moore, Wil­ 
liam Hoogendyk, Ronald Taylor, and 
Henry L. Marshall.

Mr. Benson began by telling the au­ 
dience that he would not tell them the 
most harrowing and horrible things that

Bo had heard, he said, that 
many remained away from the audience 
through fear that the tale of Belgium's 
sufferings would be too horrible to hear 
He said that he would tell them of 
wholesale murder of innocent 
women 
and children and old men, but that such 
wholesale murder had come to Vie a 
very common 
t h i n g in the scheme of 
German 
frightfulnesH, almost an inci­ 
dent in the war.

He spoke of the villages and towns 
thut he had visited in Belgium, of ci­ 
ties that formerly contained (10,000 and 
100,000 peaceful people, now in utter 
ruin und deserted. 
The ruin of ancient 
cities by earthquake and volcano could 
not compare to the utter ruin of the 
cities and towns of Belgium by shell- 
firo and forty-two centimeter guns. 


He related many interviews which he 
bad had with men and women in Bel­ 
gian 
towns. Ho guvo (lotuiled 
word- 
pictures of German firing squads that 
lined 
up men, women, and 
children 
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against a wall and shot them all down 
in a heap, for no other reason than 
that they were Belgians and their peo­ 
ple had resisted the ruthless march of 
German armies across their land. These 
men murdered in Belgian towns were 
not of the Belgian army, but peaceful 
tradesmen. 
The women and children 
had done nothing to balk the Germans 
in their desire to reach Paris. 
They 
were shot down ruthlessly for no rea­ 
son, except that military reason of the 
Germans that a conquered nation must 
come to know tho frightfulnesa of the 
German method, and be made subser­ 
vient and fearful. 
Mr. Benson inter 
viewed one woman who said that the 
Germans chased herself and husband 
into a cellar, and shot her husband by 
her side. Then thoy took the woman's 
aged father and shot him in the public 
square along with hundreds of others, 
and left the bodies to lie in tho sun for 
two days, not allowing the woman to 
take the bodies and give them decent 
burial. 
What tho German soldiers did 
to the women, Mr. "Benson did not men­ 
tion, but historic records from 
many 
othor sources have established tho per 
petrntion of thousands of unmention 
able crimes. 


"Ono old "man in n ruined, deserted 
town talked for the greater portion of 
a day with Mr, Benson. He was almost 
tho only inhabitant left in a village 
tho size of Pasadena. He showed tho 
American a wall, still standing, against 
which tho men of the town were stood 
and shot. Tho old man knew dozens of 
Oie men that were shot. l i e showed the 
American 
two groat, shallow 
graves 
containing hundreds of bodies of Bel 
ginns, men and women, who had been 
shot down by'machine-gun fire, after 
having boon herded 
together in the 
public square. 


Mr. Benson spoke of tho life in the 
trenches, of the sufferings of troops on 
all sides, of tho barbed-wire entangle 
ments before tho trenches, whero hun 
drds of lives are lost in the many 
charges made. It was his business, he 
said, to go out with «his company after 
nightfall, and search 
these 
entangle 
ments for the wounded. In some cases 
whole companies of men had been killed 
and trampled down into the mesh of 
barbed 
wire, until othor 
detachments 
coming up behind them could walk over 
the entanglements on the 
bodies 
of 
their comrades. 


He made an impassioned appeal for 
more money for the hospital work—for 
money with which to supply an ample 
amount of bandages, medicines, surgical 
instrumcnAs, and men and ambulnnces, 
in order that tho American army will 
not suffer so greatly from a lack of hos­ 
pital equipment us have the French and 
English in tho earlier months of tho 
war. 


COVINA VALLEY MONEY. 
Following the address, Mr. Miller 
called upon J. L. Matthews to make a 
report of the Red Cross collections that 
Mr. MatthewH as chairman of this com­ 
mittee for the chamber of commerce 
has been making for the past week. 
With tho contributions tuken up at 
this meeting, which amounted to over 
$100, tho valley has paid into the hands 
of Mr. Matthews, tho sum of $2,404.00 
during the week, which is greatly in 
excess of tho Red Cross apportionment 
for this valley, which was set by the 
American Red Cross society at $2000. 
Of this sum, $1341,00 was in cash and 
unpaid pledges (10A3.00, which are col­ 
lectible quarterly through the executive 
committee of the Red Cross war fund. 


Mr. Matthews strongly praised the 
people of the valley for this generosity, 
stating that this outright 
giving of 
money had come more 
spontaneously 
than the investing in liberty bonds, 
which, although highly generous and 
patriotic, had been in the nature of a 
business investment also. Valencia or­ 
anges had been given, he said, by nearly 
all the Valencia growers of the valley, 
working 
through 
the packing 
house 
managers. Those who consented to al­ 
low a number of boxes of friiit to be 
sold for the benefit of the Red Cross 
notified their packing house managers, 
and each packing house had written a 
check for the Red Cross, covering the 
amount of fruit contributed. The cars 
of fruit will be packed later and sold 
at auction, but the money has already 
gone forward. The whole amount of the 
valley's contribution was taken to Los 
Angeles by Mr. Matthews on Tuesday 
morning, and turned over to the Los 
Angeles Red Cross officials in the form 
of cashier's checks. This money waB at 


once forwarded to the Washington of 
flee, to' become a part of the hundred 
million dollar drive. 
t 


The local Red Cross committee is deAply 
indebted to the managers of packing 
houses, and to individual citizens who 
assisted with their own time as well as 
their money in raising this amount, Mr. 
Matthews reported. The audience ap 
plauded the result of the campaign. 


It is entirely probable that, as the 
war goes on, other Red Cross money- 
drives will be of necessity instituted, 
and it is believed that the method of 
obtaining money through the gift of 
oranges will be carried out again on a 
wider and 'more comprehensive 
scale. 
Many men arc in tho position to give 
fruit 
that cannot at some particular 
time spare the actual cash. 
In this 
drive for money in the valley, not only 
the ranchers and farmers gave liberally 
but the merchants and laborers, and 
even the little children. It has been a 
time of universal money-giving, and in 
the name of the Red Cross and the 
Covina chamber of commerce tho chair 
man of tho committee gave public roc 
ognitionsfor this generosity.

Ambulance Driver Write 
From Preparation Camp 


Six hours of each day for drill, to 
gether with daily lessons in automobile 
mechanics, is keeping the Pasadena 
ambulance corps very busy at Allen- 
town, Pennsylvania, according to let­ 
ters received from Wilbur Nye of Co­ 
vina, son of Mr. and Mrs. W. P. Nye 
<5f Rowland avenue. 


Tho automobile ambiance contingent, 
of which the Covina boy is a member, 
will probably move to France in the 
latter part of August. Nye says that 
the sanitary and medical corps will je- 
ceive instruction for a longer period on 
American soil, but that there is an 
urgent need for American ambulance 
drivers and ambulances. It is not nec­ 
essary to train this branch of the ser­ 
vice for so long a period as is neces­ 
sary with some )of the other branches. 


There will be 3,600 of those*men sent 
forward, it is expected, and Nye "Says 
that the first unit will be 720 ambu­ 
lance men in charge' of a major. The 
division is divided into companies of 
30 men each, with 20 ambiance drivers, 
and a number of cooks, mechanics and 
officers. These men will not be litter- 
bearers. 
Their work will be that of 
transporting the wounded from 
the 
nearest road to tho battlefield to the 
hospitals. The French soldiers are en­ 
gaged at the present timo in bearing 
the woundod off the, field. 


Young Nye says that Allentown is 
very largely settled by German-Ameri­ 
can people, and that the troops are not 
greeted Cordially, although he intimates 
that this is probably in no way assign 
of hostility. He has been visiting some 
of the great->steel mills in that section, 
undoubtedly an interesting sight to a 
boy who comes from a state of very lit­ 
tle manufacturing, and it brings to 
mind forcefully the fact that an enlist­ 
ment in the army is always a liberal 
education, aside 
from 
the 
military 
phases. 


In his first letter, Nye speaks of the 
journey across the country. On the 
Michigan Central, the troops saw a part 
of Canada, and he speaks of the af­ 
fecting scenes in the Canadian villages 
and towns as the American 
troops 
passed through. Hundreds of men and 
women gathered on the platforms, but 
it was a sinister fact that there wore 
no young men there, just women and 
children and old men. "Nye says that 
no greater. lesson could bo needed to 
tell the reason why the United States 
should ^'"got i n " at once,. One old 
Canadian- mother waved - an* American 
flag, and said, "God bless you, boys— 
my sons are over there, in the trencheB 
and under the sod." 


The boys sang songs all across the 
country, "California" being tho favor­ 
ite. It is amusing to hear from this Co­ 
vina boy that the people of tho east 
expected to see a bunch of yip-yipping 
cowboys in the California contingent. 
Nye says that the California corps were 
better uniformed and disciplined than 
the other recruited companies that join­ 
ed the. division along the route, and 
that when the California boys swung 
up the street of Allentown, the people 
gave them a greaf ovation. The Phila­ 
delphia newspapers paid especial atten­ 
tion to tho California contingent, bo- 
lieving that they wore bettor troops 
than the others. Nye Bays that that wa<< 
a mistake, "but that everywhere in the 
east, the motion pictures have educated 
the people to believo that men from 
California are all "hard-boiled," sow- 
punching dare-devils that can lick their 
weight in wildcats. 


'' We heard on every side the remark, 
'They're from California,' and there 
seemed to be a romance to it,^and the 
name of California seemod to bo espec­ 
ially impressive.

In a letter to his father this week, 
Lieutenant Douglas says that lie expects 
to be assigned to active service within 
a few days, which means that he will 
take command of a company in some 
part of the United States that is being 
gotten ready for duty in France.

Anyone who will read t h e draft bill 
closely, or will search his recollection 
of the details of registration and draft 
which wo are .just passing through, will 
discover this fact, a fact of the most ] 
fundamental 
importance, although ut­ 
terly inconspicuous: A t no point 
does| 
a soldier 
come to a citizen and say 
c o m e " ; nt no point does a military 
authority 
siiy to a civilian: 
" C o m e , 
take 
orders from m e . " 
This is 
conscription in the odious sense, and 
this is the thing which doesn't happen 
in our cose. 
The administration wroto 
the bill, and laid out the process so that 
at no place does tho army take a man 
from 
civil lifo; i t is always 
civilians 
sending a man to t h e army. 
W h a t hap­ 
pens is t h a t u group of civilians say 
to a m a n : " W o have examined the 
circumstances 
of all tho persons in 
our community, and wo designate you 
as ono best 
fitted to go a n d serve us, 
t h a t is, to servo t h e civil population a s 
a s o l d i e r . " 
Tho board of civiliuns who 
make- this 
designation 
a r c the local 
civil authorities, who have been elected 
to tho offices 
they hold b y the very 
voters 
whom 
t h e y (now survey a n d 
designato, t h e neighbors of tho man 
drafted. 
And if tho drafted man does 
not agree t h a t his designation w a s n 
proper one, or believes that ho should 
bo exempted, ho h a s a chance to lay 
his reasons before the fellow 
civilians 
who have designated him. Finally, if 
tho local board still insists on his desig­ 
nation, h e h a s a n appeal—again 
to 
civilians. 
A t all points it is civilians 
choosing a mun f r o m ' a m o n g themselves 
and sonding him to servo them in tho 
a r m y ; a t no point is it a caso of soldiers 
t a k i n g a man. The subordination of 
tho 
a r m y 
to tho civil 
population is 
maintained. 
A 
IOOBO or careless or 
hurried 
handling 
of 
our 
emergency, 
by a m a n intent on quickness and ex­ 
pediency, might 
have lost us a good 
deal. 
Tho writer 
of this 
paragraph 
does not happen to know whethor Mr. 
Wilson personally wroto or dictated t h e 
conscription bill. B u t it 1B certain that 
this feature of tho fundamental 
struc­ 
ture of tho bill is an emanation 
from 
Mr. 
Wilson's 
mind, a mind 
so well 
grounded 
in the principles of demo­ 
cratic 
society 
t h a t i t just 
naturally 
works right without being conscious of 
it. 
T h e bigness of this it is hardly 
possible to exaggerate; y e t it 
passes 
merely as part of the d a y ' s

WHISTLING SHELLS ABOVE VERDUN 
DESCRIBED BY COVINA SOLDIER 


I^SSLIE SHIPWAY, WITH AMERICAN AMBULANCE CORPS, UNDER 
TIRE AT FAMOUS BATTLE CITY—TELLS OP HOSPITAL AND AM­ 
BULANCE WORK—AMERICANS AND FRENCH WORK TOGETHER 
IN BRINGING WOUNDED FROM FIELD—BOMBARDMENTS MAKE 
SLEEPING DIFFICULT. 


France, May 29, 1017. 
Dear Mr. Matthews: 


Have been trying to get time to 
write you a few words since Arriving 
here, but have been so occupied with 
various other matters that I have not 
had time before. 


We're a long, long way from Califor­ 
nia, but now we're here, and destined 
to stay here, no one knows how long, 
80 we've decided to settle down, adapt 
ourselves to France and war conditions 
and " s e e it through." Of course when 
we came America had-not yet declared 
war. Now that America is in the war, 
practically every man in the Stanford 
unit has decided either to continue in 
ambulance work or to shift to some 
other, perhaps more thrilling work, in 
order to do his duty to his country. 
A number of the boys are thinking 
seriously of aviation. 
Very interesting 
but also very dangerous in war times. 
8ome arc iptending to enter engineer­ 
ing and various other types of services 
•when the American divisions commence 
to arrive, which we are hoping will not 
be long hence. 


"Section 8anit.aire Americuine, No. 
1 4 , " has been at the front 
approxi­ 
mately two months and a half. 
Wo 
had a groat trip coming out from Paris 
in auto convoy to our first post, nenr 
Verdun. 
We had in the convoy 21 
ambulances, one large caminn, one small 
<;amianetto, and a staff car. All the 
ambulances are Fords, with specially 
constructed 
bodies 
holding 
three 
" c o u e h c e s " or five " a s s i s . " The 
vuminn is a large truck for heavy lug 
gage, and the enmianette is a Ford, 
with a small body used by the coin- 
T'.iissary sergonnt and for emergency 
•mscs in repairing a broken down car. 
Jl few weeks ago wo were given un- 
oiher large White truck and a "kitchen 
trailer," a real kitchen on wheels, with 
ii stove ami all means of getting meals 
on the way, certainly a mighty handy 
«:ar when we take little trips lasting 
wevornl days from one sector to an­ 
other. 


We are each of us assigned to our 
«ar, and lire; <held responsible for that 
«ar. 
Gasoline, or "essence," as it is 
called 
horo, is extremely 
dear 
here, 
costing something over a dollar n gal­ 
lon, consequently we have to conserve 
our supply at all times. 
It's unfor­ 
tunate 
I. hut 
practically 
nil 
the 
"'essence" obtainable is of poor qual­ 
ity. 
Besides the twenty-three Ameri­ 
cans in the section 
there are eight 
Frenchmen, a lieutenant, two sergeants 
•and five other men 
serving in the 
kitchen, etc. The American ambulance 
lias placed at the head of the section 
us captain, an American, Mr. Muhr, 
who acts in equal capacity with the 
French lieutenant. 


Wo stayed at our poste nenr Verdun 
almost a month. 
Our work there was 
riot heavy, and it was not dangerous, 
•despite certuin sensational letters writ- 
ton homo by tho boys. Our main efforts 
were 
exerted in hustling for wood 
throughout tho surrounding 
territory, 
and in chopping it up. Wo had some 
rather juold and unpleasant 
weather 
there that 
month. 
We were located 
•Homo four miles from tho front, so were 
in u position to soo occasional air fight­ 
ing, and heard a good bit of bombard­ 
ment in nearby sectors. 
At the time 
we were there, the Verdun front was 
•quiet practically all the time. One of 
the most thrilling experiences I had 
occurred one night when 1 was sleeping 
in an old abandoned Heche barge, on 
the canal running pnst our poste do 
neeours. It was about 2 a. in., and I 
had just returned from a trip to the 
hospital in Verdun, carrying two do 
Virions men. 1 had just crawled back 
under the covers of my cot, when we 
were all awakened by a bombardment 
just commencing in the next 
sector 
Hut 
they 
were 
"departures," the 
French 
were shelling the Hoche, and 
they certainly must have made it warm 
for them, judging from the noise. The 
horizon was completely lit up. 
Star 
nhells were going up every minute, and 
the guns were firing at a rate that 
tmido the utTair sound greatly like tho 
noise of a big bowling alley doing a 
rushing 
business a few doors away 
OF course we were not less than five or 
Mix miles from the French guns, but the 
racket made sleep absolutely impossi­ 
ble. 
The bombardment continued till 
daybreak. 


The day before wo left this poste, 
'about fifteen Heche shells were heaved 
over into Verdun. 
They were trying 
to place the shells on a road passing 
about a half yiile from our quarters, 
but to us it seemed thut they wore 
landing all around our building, and 
we wore quite prepared to rush for the 
""a bri de bombardeiuent" a litle dis­ 
tance uway. 
Tho sound made by an 
approaching shell is something impos­ 
sible to imitate. 
Usually it is a whistle, 
getting Bhriller as it approaches, often 
•with a slight rattle ut the end, just be­ 
fore that gap of a second or two before 
Jrho shell explodes. 


•Of. course while at this poste, wo 


had time to visit Verdun, just now one 
of the most interesting towns in France, 
and see the effects of the war on that 
old historic place. 
Not everything is 
in ruins. 
The bombardment seems to 
have gone in sections, and part of the 
city is quite intact. 
In other sections 
there is hardly a building 
standing. 
Tho cathedral still' stands, though it 
has many " e c l a t " holes in the walls, 
Of course, just now no civilians are 
allowed in Verdun or surrounding terri 
tory. 


Our last main poste was a little far 
ther back from tho front, a fairly large 
town, with much civil life going on as 
usual. In this place, we had life easier, 
there were plenty of civilians there, 
and many more conveniences. We were 
quartered in a "College des Oarcons." 
which continued regularly all the time 
we were there. 
Some of the boys in 
the school were able to talk a little 
English, and some of us can speak a 
little French, and of course we were 
all anxious to exchange languages. The 
schoolmaster of the " c o l l e g e " favored 
us with a few French lessons, till we 
wore unable 'to calm klown 
quickly 
enough at night to suit him, and he de­ 
cided to discontinue free lessons. Our 
work in this 
town 
was 
somewhat 
heavier than at Verdun; our Postes de 
Secours were farther away, and there 
wns more work carrying malades long 
distances. 
But we wero by no means 
overworked. 


We stayed at this poste approximate­ 
ly a month and we are now at another 
city, 
comparatively 
small, and " e n 
repos." 
Our division is resting for a 
time, preparing for more active work. 
We are quartered here in a building 
formerly used as part of a school, and 
eat our meals in the court y*ard of a 
kindergarten. 
Our cars are stacked in 
front of an old church, begun in 1239, 
A. D., and over us we have flying n big 
American flag. A couple 
of' Boche 
planes came over yesterday, and we 
hope thoy stayed long enough to soo 
that flag. 


Franco is certainly nn interesting and 
romantic country, to one coming from 
America. 
Tho people are much moro 
sentimental than Americans, are much 
less in a hurry with their business, and 
seem quite content to mnko " e n o u g h " 
and get pleasure out of lifo ns thoy go 
along. 
French store keepers seem to 
dislike to specialize, they prefer little 
miniature department 
stores, with a 
littlo bit of everything for sale. The 
people aro very hospitable to us, and 
show considerable patience in listening 
to our attempts nt conversation in thoir 
language. French pronunciation is very 
difficult for us, so that frequently we 
are not understood even when we use 
the correct words. 


America now in the war has changed 
the situation considerably. 
The sub­ 
marine war, tho control of the air, and 
the production of great quantities of 
food, 
seem 
emphasized 
everywhere. 
France hns had three years of it, and 
the people appear considerably 
worn, 
though by no moans exhausted. All 
Frenchmen 
that I've talked to say 
they believe America's entrance 
into 
the war will mean much more far- 
reaching peace terms in the end.

From the first, these young fellows 
knew that they were going into the war. 
The only question that puzzled them 
was that of what branch of the service 
to select, and they were not agreed. 
They were all certain that they were 
going together, but it was not until 
Monday of this week that they finally 
selected the marines, which is without 
question the finest branch of the Amer­ 
ican service. 
- The Creighton brothers will probably 
be in training at Mare Island for sev­ 
eral months, and will then be assigned 
to a battleship in active service. The 
marines are trained in practically all 
oranches of the military service. They 
learn all infantry maneuvers, fight with 
a regulation rifle, or arc able to handle 
coast defense guns. It is a peculiar fact 
that the landing of marines on foreign 
soil docs not constitute a breach of in­ 
ternational law, and is not considered 
an hostile act against a friendly coun­ 
try. 
This distinction has come about 
through the necessity for all nations 
to police the islands of the ocean, and 
to quell incipient rebellions in all parts 
of the earth. For "many years the Amer­ 
ican marines have been fighting some­ 
where in tho world all the time, al­ 
though very little is ever heard, of 
them. 
They not only fight, but build 
bridges, and even assume the civil du­ 
ties of • cities and towns where rebel­ 
lions have broken out. In this great 
war, they will be the first ashore in 
any attack upon the seacoasts by the 
American fleet. Their constant service 
everywhere that trouble breaks out has 
won for thorn the sobriquet of "Uncle 
Sam's Trouble-Shootcrs," and has earn­ 
ed for them the slogan of " F i r s t in the 
Fight."
